Revenue has declined significantly 

• Lower property values mean 

lower road tax revenues 

 

• Fuel-efficient cars, and fewer 

people driving means lower 

gas tax revenue 

 

• Less tax revenue means 

less service

Less maintenance work 

– Reduced preventative maintenance will lead to more 

expensive fixes later 

Reduced storm and disaster response 

– Snow and ice
